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Ever since war-time prohibition went ipto effect without _ 


proper or understanable general enforcement act there has been 
more or less confusion in legal and other circles regarding the 
right of sale of "war beer", "neer beer" and other decoctions de- 
signed to take the place of the old-fashioned lager. 


In fact the average legal mind appeared to be as'much mud- 


dled by the alleged non-alcoholic or mildly alcoholic beverages as 
they were supposed to get after taking on board a plenteous quan- 
tity of the real old "red likker." 


As a result of this uncertainty among the legal fraternity the 


poor thirsty layman sure was up in the air and knew not what to 
do or whither to turn. Result again was that he and they 
"plunged" wad drug stores, billiard rooms, restaurants, grocery 
stores and other establishments all embarked in the "near beer" 
business and "one-half of one per'cent." ran riot down the parched 
throats of those formerly prone to dally with the cup that cheers. 


An end was bound to come and it has finally arrived. To 


end the uncertainty in Clearneld County, at least, the matter was 
put up to District Attorney John C. Arnold in his official capacity 
as public prosecutor, and he was asked to determine just what 
the laws of Pennsylvania, or more properly speaking the Brooks. 
High 'License Law, provided, and which provisions would have to 
be invoked in case of1 any prosecutipn concerning liquor law viola- 
tions. Mr. Arnold gave the matter his usual careful considera- 
tion'and presents herewith his findings in the matter, which we 
give: for the benefit of our readers and the public generally and 
in order that those dealers engaging in the sale of these beverages 
may be apprised, of its illegality under the law.

District Attorney Arnold's opinion on the1 sale of beverages 


with alcoholic content does not mean that beverages contain any 
alcohol in minor quantities cannot be sold in the county at all but 
rather that all such sales of beverages with alcoholic content muse 
be through the channels of the licensed saloons which under tiia 
terms of the Brooks law have obtained their license to sell liquors. 


The Brooks law, it is understood, is still in effect but tin 


federal la,w has intervened to stop the sale or concoctions contain- 
ing more than one half of one per cent, alcohol.

VOTING PRIVILEGES 


The present session, of legislature 


h.is made provision whereby any sol- 
dier, sailor or marine in service, or 
who has served in the army or navy of 
the United States and who lias re- 
turned to his home, shall be entitled 
to vote in his respective election dis- 
trict even though he has not been as- 
sessed and has not paid the lisua!' 
taxes, or is not personally registered 
in the district in vfcich he resides, 
provided that such election at which 
lie offers to vote sha'.l occur at such 
time as has prevented him from being 
assessed and from having paid his 


j usual taxes and wheie the same is 


neecssary from having been "personal- 
ly registered after Jus return to his 
home as is required m the case of an 
elector by the constitution. 


The provision of this Act requires 


that he shall produce to the election 
officer a receipt -from -the proper tax 
collector setting forth that sui-h per- 
son has paid a county tax of ten 
cents (lOc). The several tax .collec- 
tors aie authorized to receive such 
tax of ten ceiits. 


All that is necessary for a soldier, 


sailor'or marine who has returned af- 
ter the registration period in town- 
ships and boroughs ••» for him to pay 
ten cents to the tax .collector in his 
voting distict, secure a tax receipt for 
that amount, and be prepared to pre- 
sent it to the election board on day 
of the election.

sale of beer to the general public 
at said hotel, which beer was la- 
beled not to exceed 2 3-4 per cent, 
alcohol. It further appeared that 
immediately following June 30th, 
1919, the said. Jacob Snyder closed 
the said hotel and did not there- 
after keep the same open for the 
accommodation of the public, and 
thc entertainment of strangers 
and travellers until August Sth, 
1919, when he re-opened the same 
and proceeded to again accommo- 
date the public during the period 
in which he engaged in the sale 
of said beer. 


The construction to be given to 


the said Act of Congress which 
commends itself to this court is 
that stated in the United States 
.District Court for the Western 
District of Pennsylvania by Judge 


: Thompson, in United States vs. 
Pittsburgh Brewing Co., et al and 
which is in part as follows: "So 
here when Congress used 
the 


words 'beer, wine and other in- 
toxicating beverages' we have a 
legislative declaration that beer 
and wine, are intoxicating bever- 
ages. This being true, it is not 
necessary /in the information or 
indictment to aver their intoxicat- 
ing character because the Legis- 
lature has so declared. 
The "de- 


fendants may avoid on trial the 
effects of the statute by proof 
that' the beverage which they 
Eel! is in fact neither beer, wine 
or spirits." It is admitted for 
the purposes of this hearing that 
the defendant did sell nearly 100 
cases of beer from August 8th' to 
August 16th: -• It further appears 
from the testimony of the licenses 
that he knew ihat such sale was 
claimed by the government to Be 
unlawful and'as he puts it, he did 
not know at the time he was mak- 
ing the sale whether it was' lawful 
or not. 


_^ 'Under tfic law of Pennsylvania 
it is mandatory upon the court to 
revoke a license when it is shown 
that the party holding- said license 
has during its term violated any 
Jaw of this Commonwealth relat- 
ing to the sale of liquor, though 
it has been said by the court 'that 
there are some exceptional cases 
where such a result need not fol- 


- low. In this District the position 


taken by the 
Court 
as to the 


validity of the acts done is well 
known. The several licensees in 
the "county have, so far as the 
court has heard, without excep- 
tion, recognized the effects of the 
Federal legislation to require the 
discontinuance of their sales and 
as good citizens they have com- 
piled therewith. 
In this ease in 


addition thereto the licensee, not- 
withstanding his 
representation 


that the house was necessary for 
the accommodation of the public 
promptly closed it and discontin- 
ued furnishing accommodations to 
the public when not engaged in 
the sale of liquors, which "of it- 
self weald 
strongly move 
the 


court to a revocation of the li- 
cense. We cannot help regarding

As a result of this uncertainty among the legal fraternity the 


poor thirsty layman sure was up in the air and knew not what to 
do or whither to turn. Result again was that he and they 
"plunged" wad drug stores, billiard rooms, restaurants, grocery 
stores and other establishments all embarked in the "near beer" 
business and "one-half of one per'cent." ran riot down the parched 
throats of those formerly prone to dally with the cup that cheers. 


An end was bound to come and it has finally arrived. To 


end the uncertainty in Clearneld County, at least, the matter was 
put up to District Attorney John C. Arnold in his official capacity 
as public prosecutor, and he was asked to determine just what 
the laws of Pennsylvania, or more properly speaking the Brooks. 
High 'License Law, provided, and which provisions would have to 
be invoked in case of1 any prosecutipn concerning liquor law viola- 
tions.

CONTROLLING NEAR BEERS 


District Attorney Arnold's opinion on the1 sale of beverages 


with alcoholic content does not mean that beverages contain any 
alcohol in minor quantities cannot be sold in the county at all but 
rather that all such sales of beverages with alcoholic content muse 
be through the channels of the licensed saloons which under tiia 
terms of the Brooks law have obtained their license to sell liquors. 


The Brooks law, it is understood, is still in effect but tin 


federal la,w has intervened to stop the sale or concoctions contain- 
ing more than one half of one per cent, alcohol. 


The effect of the enforcement of the law under the Arnold 


decision will be to limit the sales of all near beers^to licensed sa- 
loons entirely and abolish them from stores, restraurants, pool 
rooms and all other business .places.

VOTING PRIVILEGES 


The present session, of legislature 


h.is made provision whereby any sol- 
dier, sailor or marine in service, or 
who has served in the army or navy of 
the United States and who lias re- 
turned to his home, shall be entitled 
to vote in his respective election dis- 
trict even though he has not been as- 
sessed and has not paid the lisua!' 
taxes, or is not personally registered 
in the district in vfcich he resides, 
provided that such election at which 
lie offers to vote sha'.l occur at such 
time as has prevented him from being 
assessed and from having paid his 


j usual taxes and wheie the same is 


neecssary from having been "personal- 
ly registered after Jus return to his 
home as is required m the case of an 
elector by the constitution. 


The provision of this Act requires 


that he shall produce to the election 
officer a receipt -from -the proper tax 
collector setting forth that sui-h per- 
son has paid a county tax of ten 
cents (lOc). The several tax .collec- 
tors aie authorized to receive such 
tax of ten ceiits. 


All that is necessary for a soldier, 


sailor'or marine who has returned af- 
ter the registration period in town- 
ships and boroughs ••» for him to pay 
ten cents to the tax .collector in his 
voting distict, secure a tax receipt for 
that amount, and be prepared to pre- 
sent it to the election board on day 
of the election.

testimony taken it appeared that 
said licensee did from the Sth to 
the 16th of August engage in the 
sale of beer to the general public 
at said hotel, which beer was la- 
beled not to exceed 2 3-4 per cent, 
alcohol. It further appeared that 
immediately following June 30th, 
1919, the said. Jacob Snyder closed 
the said hotel and did not there- 
after keep the same open for the 
accommodation of the public, and 
thc entertainment of strangers 
and travellers until August Sth, 
1919, when he re-opened the same 
and proceeded to again accommo- 
date the public during the period 
in which he engaged in the sale 
of said beer. 


The construction to be given to 


the said Act of Congress which 
commends itself to this court is 
that stated in the United States 
.District Court for the Western 
District of Pennsylvania by Judge 


: Thompson, in United States vs. 
Pittsburgh Brewing Co., et al and 
which is in part as follows: "So 
here when Congress used 
the 


words 'beer, wine and other in- 
toxicating beverages' we have a 
legislative declaration that beer 
and wine, are intoxicating bever- 
ages. This being true, it is not 
necessary /in the information or 
indictment to aver their intoxicat- 
ing character because the Legis- 
lature has so declared. 
The "de- 


fendants may avoid on trial the 
effects of the statute by proof 
that' the beverage which they 
Eel! is in fact neither beer, wine 
or spirits." It is admitted for 
the purposes of this hearing that 
the defendant did sell nearly 100 
cases of beer from August 8th' to 
August 16th: -• It further appears 
from the testimony of the licenses 
that he knew ihat such sale was 
claimed by the government to Be 
unlawful and'as he puts it, he did 
not know at the time he was mak- 
ing the sale whether it was' lawful 
or not. 


_^ 'Under tfic law of Pennsylvania 
it is mandatory upon the court to 
revoke a license when it is shown 
that the party holding- said license 
has during its term violated any 
Jaw of this Commonwealth relat- 
ing to the sale of liquor, though 
it has been said by the court 'that 
there are some exceptional cases 
where such a result need not fol- 


- low. In this District the position 


taken by the 
Court 
as to the 


validity of the acts done is well 
known. The several licensees in 
the "county have, so far as the 
court has heard, without excep- 
tion, recognized the effects of the 
Federal legislation to require the 
discontinuance of their sales and 
as good citizens they have com- 
piled therewith. 
In this ease in 


addition thereto the licensee, not- 
withstanding his 
representation 


that the house was necessary for 
the accommodation of the public 
promptly closed it and discontin- 
ued furnishing accommodations to 
the public when not engaged in 
the sale of liquors, which "of it- 
self weald 
strongly move 
the 


court to a revocation of the li- 
cense. We cannot help regarding 
thn acts of the licensee here, in

tuting such conduct as cannot be
